IroportationK of piK tin into the 
United SUtes in the past year were 
larger thni la aay preeedtng year. 

The itatlitics dhow that tlip inipnrta- 
tioni of tin were 88 tulUion ponuds, 
valued at more than >8 miUioB dol- 
lars. In 1800 tho iaipartotiOM wore 
85 million povnds, valoed at about 7 
asillioa iloUarH. 

Those Ugorea of the year'i tuiporta- 
tloa o( Ito, aad tho growtt to the im 
pofflatioa itaoe 1890, are espeeially in- 
tereeting in view of tne recent impoei 
tion of a lufy mi t'xjiortBt lon^ of tin 
ore from the British colonies of the 
Malayaa psatoonla. Tho rapid growti^ 
in the me of tin in the Dnitod Statoo, 
oonplod with the fact that praotioally 
none of that article is produced in thii 
ooontry. soggostod tho inpertation of 
tta to tho forai of oro aad Iba aaoh* 
ing of the on' and niannfacturo of th'' 
pig tin at homo. A |ilaut for ttiix pur 
pose has been oreototl in the United 
States, and tha shipoMnt of ore trooa 
the Malayan peniasala wao about to 
iH'Kin whon the deiiartoMat Of 
merce and labor reot-ived woad 
tho repoHs of tho Uaitod 
sol at Strait! Settlftnonta that an oi- 
port duty of i-W \H t i>u'ol( Kt:i pounds) 
had been levied on tin ore cxiKirli'il .

Prior to tho begin- 
atag of the mantifartnrn of tin place 
Ihore were considerable importations 
of tin, ranging from to milllion 
pounds per annom, and in 18U0 it waa 
36 millloa pOBDds. Tho aannfaeture ; 
of tin platr iiriicticBlly beK'«n in I8'.tl, i 
the total proitnotion ot that year being 
abont 1,000 tons; by 18'.)5 it was 113,. 
000 tons; by 1900 it waa 803,000 tons, 
and to 1909, 866.000 tOM. Meantime 
tho importation of pit; tin gn w from 
88 milllion poimda in 18'.)0 to 47 mil-
